In railroad circles there was con-
siderable Interest manifested in tho .v

"Ilainbow" route of Otto Mears. The

NOSE AND EAR PIERCING.
Odd OriininciiiJi v rn by tho Suvjbo

It.iecs.
The ornaments put through tho walls

of tho noso vary greatly. There may
be but oneopcrforation in each wall or
there may bo several. In Now Zeal-
and flowers, in Now Guinea a boar's
tusk, in the Solomon islands a crab's
claw, in New Ilritain thorns, set up-
right, tiro tho objects thus worn. Thcso
nro all original and primitive; after the
natives come in contact with whites,
these give place to metal buttons and
rings. In the Sturgis collection is a
rather protty from
New (iiiinea. It is and the
arms fit by stud-shank- ono into each
wall of tho nose.

Noso ornaments were known to tho
Jewess of tho exile Ezekiel, xvi., 12:
"And I will put a jewel on thy nose;"
and Isaiah iii., ai: "Tho rings and noso
Jewels." The checks aro pierced by
somo Eskimos, who wear llttlo rounr
stud buttons in tho holes. Ears are
pierced tho world over. A few cases
must sufllce. Schwolnfurth says that
Jlabucker women pieroo tho rim of tho
ears repeatedly and wear therein bits of
straw an inch in length, having twenty
such, perhaps in each year. This re-

peated piercing of tho car is common
among barbarous people, and wo have
seen a woman of the Sao and Fox In-

dians who wore soven brass rings in
ono ear. Ears may bo slit and
stretched instead of pierced. They
then hang in long loops. Catlin gives
a picture of an Indian whoso beauty
had been increased in this way. Tho
Anchorite i .lander slits his cars while
tho Flj'nn often has them slit and
stretched to such an extent that the
two fists might be placed in tho open-
ings. Slit carj may bo of practical
uso. Tho Kafllr carries his snuff-bo- x

in his car-h- and Captain Cook fig-

ures a TTangaia islander who carried a
large knife in his right car. l'rof.
Frederick Starr, in Popular Science
Monthly.
